REPORT ON TEMPERANCE 

Lakeland, Fla ., January 27, 1939 
To the Bishop and Members of the Conference: 

We, the committee on Temperance, beg leave to make the fol¬ 
lowing report, in the study of the liquor question which is a matter 
of grave concern to every section of our nation. We find that many 
serious problems are involved. 

Perhaps the most outstanding problem in connection with the 
consumption and srle of liquor is the crime problem. 

Ml J. Edgar Hoover says that crime is costing the nation fif¬ 
teen million dallars yearly, which is equal to $125,000 per year for 
every man, weman, child in our nation. This is an expense which can¬ 
not long be endured and by far the greater part of this tremendous 
expense is caused directly or indirectly to the use of liquor. 

Another great problem we are confronted with in dealing with 
the l quor question, is the vast program of advertisement. The liquor 
interests are using the daily press, the weekly magazines and even 
the radio to champion the cause of distilled and fermented malt 
liquor. The liquor interests are invading nearly every home with their 
method of adver.ising. They are seeking to place intoxicants on the 
table of every family. 

They are seeking by every possible means to induce our young 
people to acquire tastes for intoxicants. These few references to this 
giant evil which is threatening our American life constitute a great 
challenge to the church, and every soberminded man and woman, to 
use every ounce of their streng h and the full power of their in¬ 
fluence, unitedly for the suppression of the liquor evil and for the 
protection of our youths and homes and our sacred institutions-

To the Bishop and Conference now in session: 

Within recent years the growth of the public school facilities in 
our country has been remarkable. At the present time opportunity 
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to secure an elementary school education at public expense is in 
reach of practically all the children of our country, and secondary 
school training may be had by most of them. All thinking* people 
agree that this is a development of which we might well be proud. 

However, in addition to these provisions for public education, 
more than ever in the history of our country is there a need for the 
leadership of our church schools in helping to determine and to pro¬ 
vide the type of education which the youth of today needs to meet 
the complicated situations in this modern world. 

Christian education has much to offer to the satisfactory solu¬ 
tion of the problems of the modern world. We who believe in democ¬ 
racy as the most satisfactory form of government, in international 
and interracial brotherhood, in peace and good will know that these 
ideals are safe only in a nation in which people have been reared 
in the true Christian tradition. 

Christian education is needed not only to develop an effective 
and desirable type of citizen in our own country, Christianity offers 
the only satisfactory solution to the ills of the world at large. Peace 
can never be permanent until we learn to love our neighbors as our¬ 
selves. Not until the general acceptance of the principle of universal 
brotherhood can we hope for international good will. 

Thus we see that our church schools, long dedicated to the task 
of providing for our youth an opportunity to secure a Christian edu¬ 
cation, have a definite and significant contribution to. make. It is in 
these schools that the leaders in our civic and pubic institutions may 
receive valuable training. It is from these schools that may come the 
leaven which will influence for the br.tter our entire educational 
structure. . 

The African Methodist Episcopal church has always done and is 
still doing its part to provide for our Negro boys and girls an oppor¬ 
tunity to secure a Christian education. In. our own state of Florida, 
under the aggressive leadership of our wise and capable Bishop R.
